More Serious.

WIDENS RAPIDLY 


San Antonio is - Now Hit— 


Thirteen Lives Lost; ' 


Damage High. 


Dallas, Texas, Dec. 4.—Rainfall con- 


tinued today in TJC flood districts of 
central Texas,, adding, to .the menage of 
iiigh waters which already have .cost 
thirteen lives and ..bout $1,000,000 prop- 
erty damage. '-Tie area of the overflow- 
ing rivers spread rapidly last night, the 
most important new point affected be- 
ing San Antonio. 


The floods today covered portions of 


nearly every county from San Antonio 
northward almost to the 
Panhandle, 


and from this point eastward to include 
all the important cities nf north and 
central Texas. Houston, Beaumont and 
Galveston alone were not threatened. 


Homeless Number Thousands. 


The 
homeless 
numbered 
thousands, 


but inasmuch as they were divided in 
small groups throughout the immense 
flood territory, no serious relief problems 
were presented. At Belton part of the 
town, was cut off by water, baskets of 
provisions were p.opelled on telephone 
wires to flood victims. 


South Boisque, near Waco, reported 


that the rise which did not reach there 
until yesterday, came in a wall of water 
about ten feet high. The residents had 
been warned. 


Near Marlin, 175 passengers 
on a 


Houston & Texas Central railroad, train 
were marooned all night.. The flood 
water rose over the vails until it -occa- 
sionally lapped the lower steps, of the 
coaches.

Indiana's Mineral Output 


Some interesting figures bearing on Indiana's rain- 


'eral output for 1912, 'have just been given nut by the 
United States geological survey. These statistics' show 
l,hat this state last year produced minerals to the value of 
$42,239,193, an increase of nearly' $5,000,000 compared 
with $37,430,187, the production of 1911. The 1912 fig- 
ures, however, do not include the value of the pig iron pro- 
ducecMn the state, which was more than $17,000,000. The 
principal products of the state are coal, clay, ceinent and 
stone, these having a value of 90 per cent, of the total out- 


In the production of coal, which is the state's princi- 


pal mineral product, Indiana ranked seventh in 1912, with 
an output amounting to 15,285,718 short tons, valued at 
'$17,480,546. The value of the clay products was $7,935,- 
"251, and the value of the Portland ceinent $7,237,591. 


In 1912 Indiana was the third largest coke-producing 


state, the output having increased from a little over 900,- 
000 short tons, valued at $3,600,000 in 1911, to 2,616,339 
Short tons, valued at $12,528,685 in 1912. 


The value of the natural gas product decreased from 


$1,192;418 in 1911 to $1,014,295 in 1912. and the output of 
petroleum also decreased from 1,695,289 ban-els valued 
at $1,228,835 to 970,000 barrels, valued at $885,975. The 
Band and gravel beds yield products worth over $1,000,000 
annually, the value of the output being $1,175,370 in mp. 
and $1,133,829 in 1911. 


The necessity for such improvement in our financial 


situation as will permanently establish confidence is given 
renewed emphasis in the report of Secretary McAdoo, of 
the treasury department, just made, to congress. The sec- 
retary is firmly of the opinion that the. one thing most 
needful.in the currency problem is assurance of oppor- 
tunity to secure at all times .the necessary funds and 
credits to meet the expanding needs of the commerce, and 
industry of the country. "With thatoncp established, the 
periodical panic should become -an extinct institution in 
this country.
